REPORT 

OF THE 

BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


To the Village of Rutland ; 

At the first meeting after the annual village election, tha 
Board of Trustees organized by the election of Dr. Charles F* 
Adams, President, and Joel M. Haven, Clerk. 

HIGHWAYS AND STREETS. 

The highways and streets have received the largest atten¬ 
tion, and consequently have involved the greatest expenditure 
of the year. All the work and expenditure amounts to $7,- 
430 15. On the organization of the board, Frederick Chaffee 
was appointed superintendent of highways and streets. After 
a month’s service, his resignation was presented and accepted. 
The expenditure during the period of his service was $347 83. 
Deeming it advisable that the expenditures in ? this department 
should be kept within the control of the Trustee, Dr. Charles 
F, Adams, a member of the board, was appointed superintend¬ 
ent. At an early day, the superintendent recommended as a 
matter of economy, the purchase of a gravel bed, more acces¬ 
sible and requiring less distance of transportation, as well as 
the saving of an annual expenditure for gravel in addition to 
its transport. lu accordance with this suggestion, the Trus¬ 
tees examined and made a purchase of one acre of land for a 
gravel pit, of Evelyn Pierpoint, located just west of the Cath¬ 
olic cemetery, for the sum of $1,000, paying therefor $*200 an¬ 
nually, with interest, for five years, $200 of which was paid at 
the time of the purchase. The experience of the year has 
proved that the gravel has been delivered in tbe village at 65 
cents a load, against a cost under the old method of $1.00 per 
load, thus making a saving of 35 per cent, and procuring 
gravel of a better quality for highway purposes. 

The superintendent has constructed one hundred and twenty- 
five rods of stone road, at an expense of $16 per f rod, in¬ 
volving an expenditure of $2,000. This work has been done 
on Strong’s avenue, Forest and Grove streets. This is be- 
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lieved to be a permanent work that will require very little at¬ 
tention for a series of years. Substantial culverts of cement 
pipe have been built at various points in the village, and the 
experience of the past winter and spring has fully demonstrated 
that this plan of constructing culverts is superior to the old 
method. Extensive and needed repairs have been made 
on the roads, on the Turnpike and in Green street. The ex¬ 
penditure on each of the streets will be seen in the detailed 
statement appended to this report. The large expenditure on 
Wales street was occasioned by the necessity of putting in a 
sewer extending from Center and West street, for the purpose 
of conveying the surface water from the several streets to the 
brook in Willow street. The northern section of Wales street 
has been raised and put in a permanent condition, a much re¬ 
quired improvement. 

It was the purpose to have done work on Washington street, 
but on examination it was found that much temporary work 
had been done heretofore that had availed little, and it was 
deemed best to suspend repairs on that street until proper sew¬ 
erage should be constructed, and then the street could be put in 
a good condition by permanent repairs, and that all work done 
on the street until then would be but a useless expenditure of 
money. 

On a general survey it may s.cem that a more extended work 
should have been done on all the streets, and that there has 
been a seeming neglect of some localities. It has been the aim 
and purpose of the Board to make the most needed repairs on 
the most frequented streets, and to do the work permaneatly, 
so. that the annual temporary expenditure for such purposes 
might be lessened from year to year, giving the village good 
and permanent roads, and when this has been accomplished the 
annual tax will be sufficient to keep them in good condition. 

SIDEWALKS. 

It was thought desirable that a uaifcrmity of grade should 
be. secured in the construction of sidewalks, and the Trus¬ 
tees instructed the superintendent to secure as far as possible 
uniformity in all new walks, and remedy the. defects in thoso 
already built. Also to remove all . obstructions* on the. side¬ 
walks. ; removing railings; to entrances to basements,, and place 
thenLon the line, of the street Wjhere> it waa 0 feasible. In come?

plinDCo with tins instruction he has graded and put in better 
condition the sidewalks in Merchants’ Row and Center street. 
New walks have been laid in several streets and repairs made 
in others. It is believed that the sidewalks in the principal 
thoroughfares are in a satisfactory condition, and that as a 
whole the streets are in a good condition, except where they 

have been affected by the rains and frosts of fhe present 
spring. 

The services of the superintendent have met the approval of 
the Board of Trustees. Dr. Adams having peremptorily re¬ 
fused all remuneration for his services, he has been paid only 
his actual expenses, amounting to $329 75. 

SEWERAGE. 

On a full examination and consideration of the condition of 
the village, the Trustees came to the conclusion that some steps 
must be taken to early secure proper sewerage, both for the 
health and comfort of the people, as well as a permanent l m . 
provement, long desired and required. Accordingly, a village 
meetiDg was called, which voted a tax of twenty-five cents Tn 
• a dollar, for the purpose of inaugurating a thorough system 
of sewerage. A contract was made with Ripley Sons & Co. to 
manufacture the pipe, at an expense of about $3,000. The 
lateness of the season, and the pipe not having become suffici¬ 
ently hardened, it was not done last fall, the Trustees deeming 
it better that it should be deferred rather than that any risk 
should be incurred, or that any but permanent work con¬ 
structed, believing it to be false economy to do any temporary 
work. Two thousand dollars ftias been reserved, of the money 
appropriated, lor the laying of .the pipe, which should be done 

as early the present season as the'condition of the ground will 
admit. 

LIGHTING OF STREETS. 

A contract was made with the People’s Gas Light Company 
at a stipulated price per post, and the time to be determined by 
the same calculation that governs the lighting of the streets in 
the larger towns and cities. Ten new lamps have been added, 
making 32 in all. The expense of street lamps has been re¬ 
duced nearly two hundred dollars- from the previous year, not 
withstanding the addition of ten more lights. It is thoughj 
tltai a atilt greater tediictioacuQ be - made itt' this' expense 1 fhe 
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coming year, and yet more lights be provided in streets not 
now supplied, and those that are not sufficiently lighted at the 
present time. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

We would call attention to the detailed report of J. M. Da¬ 
vis, Chief Engineer of the Fire Department, During the year 
the attention of the Trustees was called to the condition of the 
hose, and a committee appointed to make examination of its 
condition. They reported there was sufficient hose in condi¬ 
tion for the present legitimate use of the fire department, unless 
extraordinary circumstances should require the purchase of an 
additional quantity. The Chief Eugineer reports the hose at 
this date not to be sufficient, and what there is as almost useless, 
and recommends the purchase of 1,500 feet of good, serviceable 
hose. The Trustees having the present year drawn an order 
of eleven hundred dollars for new hose, purchased but a little 
period previous to their election, and from the report of their 
committee supposing that there was sufficient in condition for 
the legitimate use of the department at fires, have deferred auf 
new purchase of hose, to submit the subject to the annual meet¬ 
ing. The village are already owing five thousand dollars or 
more for the Killingtoo steamer. 

The expenses of the fire department during the past year 
have been $2,059.83, to which add the order of $1,100 drawn 
by them for new hose previously purchased, make them $3,~ 
159,83. The expenditure of the fire department in 18G8 was 
$2,0G2.23 ; the cost of steamer $5,000, Thus making the ex¬ 
penses of the fire department in the past two years $10,222.12. 
It will be seen that the ordinary expenses or the department in 
1868 and 18G9 vary but a few dollars. The extraordinary ex¬ 
pense in the purchase of a steamer and new hose $6100, with 
interest on the money for the purchase of steamer to this date. 

In consideration of these facts, the Board of Trustees did not 
feel justified in making any more expenditures than the actual 
necessities required, without instructions from the village. 

The Trustees endorse the recommendation of the Chief En¬ 
gineer for the purchase of 1,500 feet of good, serviceable hose, 
for the use of the fire; department. Wo hope the village will 
take liberal aption in tfm matter, aud make ample provision for 
tWcoqUoge^cies of Otis 



more ample provisions should not be made for the accommoda¬ 
tion of the Killington (steamer), Washington Engine Company 
No. 2, and the Hook and Ladder—perhaps in a new building, 
where nil can be sufficiently provided for, and better protect the 
property of the lire department, and as a matter of economy to 
the village. We have happily escaped during the past year 
from serious ravages of fire, and our firemen have been relieved 
from the great labors of previous years, for which our citizens 
owe such a debt of gratitude and honor ; and should our calam¬ 
ities be no more in the future, the ordinary and extraordinary 
expenses will be materially reduced. 

TAXES. 

The Trustees are pleased to report to the village that all the 
taxes that can be secured have been collected, and a final set¬ 
tlement made with the collector. Mr. Willis has been indefat¬ 
igable and prompt in the performance of his duties and has a 
record that has rarely if ever been presented before* at least for 
mauy years that the collection of taxes has been closed with the 
current year. No salaries have been paid except to the 
clerk of the Board of Trustees. The Trustees have drawn or¬ 
ders for $2,900.71 for indebtedness contracted by the previous 
board, which was not reported last year, and should not be 
included in the expenses of the current year. Although the 
current expenditures of the present year are three thousand 
dollars less than in 1868, yet so great an amount has been paid 
upon old orders that it yet leaves a large amount to be provided 
for. The old debts of the corporation should be paid. Wo 
recommend a tax be raised sufficient to pay for the steamer, 
some $5,200, and other debts, and. provide money for the cur¬ 
rent expenses of the coming year. 

RESERVOIR, 

The attention of the village is called to the financial report 
of the Water Commissioners, and the Committee for the Con¬ 
struction of the Reservoir. The condition of the Work on the 
new reservoir and its completion will come before the annual 
meeting. The committee will undoubtedly be prepared to give 
a statement of their views in reference to the subject. We 
learn that it is estimated that the sum of two thousand dollars 
will put it in condition for use,and that the tfinh of six thousand 
dollare wiliully complete thework. 1 ^ * - * —* 
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In compliance with the charter and a vote of the village, at 
the last annual meeting, the Trustees have defined the boun¬ 
daries of the several Wards, which may be found elsewhere, 

£ The Chief of Police and the police force of the village have 
made one hundred and forty-nine arrests, for intoxication, dis¬ 
turbance of the peace and crime, during the year. Oue hundred 
and twenty-two have been for public drunkeness. Each oue 
of these cases have been dealt with under the law. 

We thus present a statement of our official acts, and return 
to the people the trust committed to us, hoping that the village 
and its interests have received no detriment at our hands.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF ENGINEER 

Of the JETTre Department. 


To the Trustees and Voters of the Village of Rutland : 

Agreeably to tfie Village By-Laws, prescribing the duties of 
the Chief Engineer, I herewith submit my report of the Fire 
Department for Lhe past year. 

LOSSES AND INSURANCE. 

October 1st, 1869, at Rutland Railroad wood shop;* damage 
slight; origin, locomotive sparks. 

February 7th, 1870, Widow Winn’s house on Green street; 
house and contents consumed; insured, $550; supposed in¬ 
cendiary. 

February 11th, building on Center street, owned by C. F. 
Richardson, and occupied by Lease & Brother ; extinguished 
without tes ; undoubtedly accidental. 

February 27th, shed on Evelyn street, owned by G. C. Rug- 
gles; extinguished with slight loss; supposed incendiary. 

March 8th, blacksmith shop on Main street, owned by Joseph 
Gibson; total loss, $L,000 ; insured, $400; accidental. Also, 
wagon shop, partially consumed ; no insurance. 

April 5th, one story building in Nebraska, owned by Michael 
Fagan ; loss, $600 ; insured, $4C0 ; supposed incendiary. 

April 16th, one and a half story house on turnpike, owned 
and occupied by James Johnston ; house total loss ; furniture 
mostly saved ; loss, #600; insured for $200 ; defect in chltn- 
ney. 

I have also made a schedule of property in the Fire Depart¬ 
ment, which you will find elsewhere. 

Yon have twelve hundred feet of combination hose, almost 
worthless—might be used in some cases on a hydrant—and 
about eight hundred feet of leather hose, old and worn out, 

I would recommend the purchase of fifteen hundred feet of 
good serviceable hose, 

A larger supply of water is needed in some localities. 
There are many points where our department could do nothing 
to save property from fire. 

Our companies are well officered ; let them be encouraged, 
and the interest kept up.

WARDS OF THE VILLAGE OF RUTLAND. 


In pursuance of the second section of the Act cf the Legis¬ 
lature of this State, incorporating the Village of Rutland, ap¬ 
proved November 9, I 860 , the undersigned, trustees of said 
village of Rutland, hereby define and establish the lines and 
boundaries of the several wards of said village, as follows: 

WARD I. 

Beginning at the intersection of the centre line of Main 
street with the north line of said village ; thence running west¬ 
erly, on the north line of said village, two hundred and”forty- 
six feet; theuce southerly, in a line parallel with the centre 
line of Main street, to the center line of Center street; thence 
easterly, ou the center line of Center street, and in the same 
course continued to the east line of said village ; thence north¬ 
erly, on the east line of said village, to the northeast corner 
thereof; thence westerly, on the north line of said village, to 
the place of beginning. 0 

WARD II. 

Beginning in the center line of Center street, at the south¬ 
west corner of the first ward, as above defined ; thence running 
southerly, in a line parallel with the center line of Main street, 
to the south line of said village; tlienco easterly, on the south 
line of said village, to the southeast corner thereof; thence 
northerly, ou the east line of said village, to the southeast cor¬ 
ner of said first .ward, as above defined; thence westerly, on 
the south line of said first ward, to the place of beginning. 

WARD III. 

Beginning in the center line of Washington street, at its in¬ 
tersection with the west lino of said second ward, as above de¬ 
fined ; theuce northerly, on said west line of said second ward, 
one hundred and ninety-eight feet; thence westerly, in a line

Beginning at the southwest corner of said sixth ward, being 
the intersection of the south line of said railroad land with the 
west line of said village ; thence easterly and southerly, on the 
southerly and southwesterly line of said sixth ward, and on the 
westerly Hues of said fifth and third wards (being the souther¬ 
ly and westerly line of said railroad laud) to the south line of 
said village ; thence westerly, to the southwest corner of said 
village ; thence northerly, on the west line of said village, to 
the place of beginning.
